Earl Wadsworth Keegan was floating 
in the open sea, clutching a life preserv- 
er, as he watched the rest of his fleet fly 
over the horizon. 

The naval aviator, then 22, had launched 
from his ship’s flight deck, but a rogue 
wave rose up and swallowed the plane, 
he later told his family. He crashed into 
the water alone. 

It was early 1945 and the U.S. was work- 
ing to end World War II in the South Pa- 
cific. 

Alone overnight, Keegan shot a flare

Officials in nearly a dozen 
states, including Virginia, are 
preparing to notify families that 
a crucial health insurance pro- 
gram for low-income children 
is running out of money for the 
first time since its creation two 
decades ago, putting coverage 
for many at risk by the end of 
the year. 

Congress missed a Sept. 30 
deadline to extend funding for 
CHIP, as the Children’s Health 
Insurance Program is known. 
Nearly 9 million youngsters and 
370,000 pregnant women nation- 
wide receive care because of it. 

Many states have enough money 
to keep their individual programs 
afloat for at least a few months, 
but five could run out in late De- 
cember if lawmakers do not act.
